Four

ment Heads Get Theirs. 


Tonight's session of the city council 


promises to be a lively one for there 
are several matters coming up for dis- 
cussion which may not be settled in 
caucus: 


The deficiency ordinance will be in- 


troduced which 
provides for the is- 
suance of 515,377.80 worth of bonds to 
take care of the safety department un- 
til the first of the year, and also in- 
cludes a deficit in the health 
depart- 
ment of $1,600. 
There is a cash bal- 


ance on hand to the credit of the safety 
department of $1,300 and Auditor Nel- 
son Dodd in a report 
to council es- 
timated the deficit at the end of the 
year would be between 518,000 and ?19,- 
000. 
The legislature provided for the 
issuance of bonds for this year only 
and according to an opinion received by 
Auditor Dodd there will be no available 
funds for next year outside of that al- 
lowed the city through the budget com- 
mission. 
No bonds can be issued for a 
defiict next year, according 
to 
the 
state official. 


Today is pay day for the police and 
firemen and 
there is no money 
for 


them. This makes four weeks that the 
men have gone without their pay and 
neither will there be a pay day in the 
next two weeks nor the next four, but 
they may possibly receive their pay in 
six weeks, providing the deficiency or- 
dinance passes and the bonds are sold. 
There arc men in both departments 
.who ncad their money, who do not like 
to ask for credit for the necessaries of 
life and who will now be compelled to 
to so or else borrow money, pay inter- 
est on same and give an order on the 
city for security. 


In the meantime heads, of . depart- 
ments and their clerks are not worry- 
ing for they issue vouchers to them- 
selves, cash them, and let the liremen 
and policemen wait for their salaries, 
which are already a month overdue..

his reservations have beer: 
agreed to.

Lodge plan, as is well known, 


is to 
load 
the 
treaty 
and 
cove- 


nant 
with 
every 
reservation pos- 


sible 
that 
would 
mean 
the 
death 


of the League 
if 
adopted 
by 
the 


senate, then to await the defeat of the 
Treaty at the hands of its friends who 
decline to stulify themselves by voting 
for its camoulflaged death, and finally 
to place the blame for the failure of 
the Treaty to pass upon its friends. 


All the Republican senators, includ- 


ing 
the 
"mild 
reservationists." are 


bound by a pledge to v<5te for all the 
Lodge reservations and then for the 
resolution of ratification 
which 
will 


embody 
these 
reservation?. 
After 


that they are 
free 
because 
Senator 


Lodge has an impression—which many 
Washington political observers consider 
a misapprehension of the situation— 
that if his ratification fails of passage 
any attempt at resucitating it will be 
futile. 


The 
unswerving 
supporters of the 


Treaty and the League have announced 
that they will 
not be dragooned into 


voting for a resolution of ratification 
that is intended to kill the Treaty in 
effect, but that having voted against 
it to the extent of at least one-third of 
the membership of the senate they will 
insist upon a chance to vote for the 
treaty unamended and without rese.rva- 
tions, and to make Senator Lodge and 
his- temporarily aligned phalanx either 
vote for or against it. 
It is unques- 


tionable that both the Lodge and Hitch- 
cock-proposals will fail of the necessary 
two-third vote. 
Then will come the 


real time of compromise when ratifica- 
1ioh of the Treaty will be possible bo- 
cause the "mild reservatioists," none 
of whom desire to see the Treaty killed, 
will: .then be released from the Lodge 
promise and can combine with the ad- 
ministration forces that are seeking a 
ratification that will protect the Unit- 
ed States and carry out this country's 
agreements with allies for the future 
peace of the universe. 


The 
impression has 
been 
spread 


broadcast by certain Lodge lieutenants 
that the Democrats rejected reserva- 
tion proposals tendered by the "Mild 
reservationists." 
It is stated 'authori- 


tatively that no reservations ever were 
submitted to the administration as a 
compromise despite efforts to secure 
that action. 


More than 
four 
months' time has 


been killed, chiefly by open or secre-

in a sandy road where you cannot 
get traction. So if YOU are wise, you 
will always cprry a neat-little 25-foot 
wire cable under your "seat. It is 
strong enough to move a house, and 
small enough so that the room it 
takes will not count 


Where , the rear 
wheels • have 


dropped Into a deep hole, or have 
sunk to the arle where the wheel 
can get no grip and where no other 
car is In sight to help you, you can 
attach the cable to a telegraph post 
or drive a stick of wood or metal either car. 


into the ground and, using your real 
hub as a pully, you can back your 
car out by winding the cable on the 
hub as in the illustration. 


Often you can use this cable by 


applying it as a tire chain temporar- 
ily.
